DEATHS BY DROWNING. 


This is the season of the year when deaths by drowning 
are most frequent, 
Every Monday m orning’s paper and every 
holiday lolls of it toll of young lives paid for foolishness or 
accidents that might have been avoided. 
Until well on in 
September Illest* casualties will continue. 
As the result ol old traditions there is in mans places too 
ready acquiescence in th** belief that a person who has been 
under water for th e or ten minutes or even fifteen or twenty 
minutes is necessarily dead. There are well authenticated rec­ 
ords of (lie resuscitation of persons who had been submerged 
for half an hour or e \ e n longer. 
Su ch cases occur p a rtic u la rly 
in women aud children, in whom the fright at finding them 
selves in danger of drowning brings on a collapse or faint in 
which t h e heart and breathing stop and they sink, but low 
grade life processes continue t o r a considerable period. Strong 
men who have battled for their lives and then sunk are not no 
often rev m d, t bough if taken w it Ii a cramp they ton may suffer 
from shock or I right with th** resultant collapse that is appu 
r< fitly n a tu re ’s method of giving the longest possible opportun 
it y for life under I he.se circum stances. 
In such eases, efforts to 
re vive th** drow ned person should not be abandoned until all 
chance of resuscilal ion is gone, says 'The Jo u rn a l of I he A m el* 
ican M edical Association in a recent e d ito rial on the subject. 
Patie n ts have been reported as not breathing for lifte d ! 
minutes} lo hall an hour and yet they have been resuscitated. 
Ordinarily tin* methods of resuscilal iou are 
and 
ought 
properly to he exercised at the scene of t In* accident. ( Hten the 
person is pronounced dead even before a physician has seen 
him. Only rarely an* such cases transported to hospitals to be 
treated. 
The ordinary methods of artificial respiration might 
well be carried on in an ambulance and then iii the hospital 
itself. Recourse might he bud to any procedures, oven surgical, 
that seem to give tin* slightest hope. Certainly in Hie present 
state of our knowledge it would seem that some direct irrita 
lion of the heart muscle should be tried before the patient is 
pronounced dead. 
The saving of even a few of those young 
lives would be a very precious advance for modern medicine.

'lh** nursing bottle is another men­ 
ace and

Porter 
makes

| recommendations:

"Use only round bottles with round 
bottoms. 
Do not use rubber tubing; 
It is impossible to keep it clean. 
Get 
the simplest, most easily washed nip­ 
ple obtainable 
Vfter feeding, rinse 
the boule in cold or tepid water, then 
with hot water and a little washing 
soda or a good washing 
compound 
Scrub well with a wire brush, rinse 
several times, then scald, and either 
invert in the sunlight where the air is 
free from dust, or fill with hot water 
and add a pinch of baking sofia, and 
let stand until th*-* next feeding; then 
rinse again thoroughly with hot water 
before pouring out the milk 
Never 
let a nursing bottle stand unwashed 
or with the remains of a feeding in 
it; lf is very difficult to make such a 
bottle clean from the strict sanitary 
standpoint," 
In conclusion Dr. Porter says: 
These precautions may seem to be 
unnecessary 
Our mothers never ob­ 
served them and we are alive to tell 
the tale. 
“The answer to this is that while 
we survived, the general infant mor­ 
tality at that time was greater than 
if ie now', and statistics show 
that 
care in infant feeding is the greatest 
factor in reducing the mortality. Even 
now' the death rate among bottle-fed 
babies is twenty-flve times as great 
as it is among breast-fed infants ”
